WILLIAM MORRIS REPORTED 
TO HAVE DECLINED BIG OFFER 





The Booking Agent Will Make No Statement. Work- 
ing with American Theatre Company to Erect 
Another Opposition in Vaudeville. 





The attention of the theatrical world 
this week centered upon William Morris, 
the vaudeville agent, who, it was said, had 
received a large offer from the United 
Booking Offices to league himself with it, 
closing up the last avenue of opposition 
now open. 

Many meetings between the managers 
on both sides were held this week, and at 
several Mr. Morris attended. A substan- 
tiated report gave out that it had been 
proposed to Mr. Morris to retain his book- 
ing office under his own name, and be 
guaranteed that his bookings for which the 
commissions should not be less than $50,- 
000 yearly would be accepted by the 
United. This agreement was to be made 
for a term of years, and in addition he 
could locate vaudeville theatres wherever 
there was not a house booked by the 
United. 

Mr. Morris, when seen by a representa- 
tive of Variery, would neither affirm or 
deny the report. 

The opinion prevailed on Broadway, 
and was stated in no uncertain terms, that 
“the United would never get William Mor- 
ris.” This was repeated to Mr. Morris, 
but he vouchsafed no reply. 

In connection with the posSibility of 
William Morris becoming decided opposi- 
tion to the United there were connected 
rumors of the attitude to be taken by the 
American Theatre Company of St. Louis, 
which controls the former K. & E. houses 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, Louisville and 
Milwaukee. This company is building the 
American Theatre in St. Louis, for which 
William Morris holds a contract to book. 
It will open on Dec. 30 next, according to 
the present schedule, under the American 
Company’s ‘management. 

J. & S. M. Oppenheimer are largely in- 
terested in the American Theatre Company. 
S. M. Oppenheimer is now in the city. He 
stated his company expected to play 
vaudeville, without cessation, and that he 
had not been approached by either side. 

“We hold a contract with Klaw & Er- 
langer requiring them to furnish us with 
bills for our theatres. If they go out of 
business I presume we shall have to secure 
the shows elsewhere, but we intend to re- 
main in vaudeville.” 

The contract Mr. Oppenheimer mentions 
is believed to run concurrently with the op- 
tional] lease for the theatres given cover- 
ing a term of five years. Mr. Morris and 
Mr. Oppenheimer have been in consultation 
the past few days, and supposedly have 
entered into a compact whereby they will 
run their theatres in conjunction with one 
another. It has been said that since the 
American Company secured the K. & E. 
houses they have scoured the Western 
country for other houses, now holding an 
optional agreement upon not less than 
seven, but neither the theatres nor the 
cities they are located in are known. Mr. 
Oppenheimer would not discuss this. 

An attorney said this week to a VARIETY 
representative he understood the Ameri- 


can Theatre Company held a contract with 


‘the United States Amusement Company 


requiring it to secure bills from the lat- 
ter corporation, and as usual in instru- 
ments of this nature the wording would 
read: “The United States Amusement 
Company, its agents, assigns or represen- 
tatives.” “This,” added the lawyer, 
“might be held by Klaw & Erlanger as a 
pessible means of bringing over the West- 
er houses to any deal they had made with 
the United, through a threat to appoint the 
United agent for the U. S. Co. It would 
not be upheld in the courts, however, in 
my opinion, and the exact clause, if it is 
worded that way, is useless if designed 
for an ulterior purpose in the present in- 
stance.” 

Besides the hoases the William Morris 
Amusement Company now manages in 
Springfield and Worcester, Mr. Morris is 
booking for Salem, Mass.; Hamilton, Can- 
ada; Watertown, N. Y.; Johnstown, Pa.; 
Des Moines, Ia., and his Western branch 
at Chicago also places the bills for from 
fifteen to twenty smaller houses. 

The Western branch’s bookings are of no 
material consequence, however, the average 
grade of show not costing over from $300 
to $750 weekly. 


St. Louis, Nov. 15. 

In some way the impression has gained 
credence here that despite the withdrawal 
of Klaw & Erlanger from vaudeville, the 
Shubert in this city, now operated by the 
American Theatre Company, will continue 
as a vaudeville playhouse until the new 
American opens, anyway. 

Around the vaudeville and burlesque the- 
atres in town, it is openly said that the 
Oppenheimer Brothers, who compose the 
Theatre Company, will do business as 
vaudeville managers, regardless of anything 
else. 

This belief has been strengthened by the 
following, printed in “The Sentinel”: 

“Mind you,” said Jacob Oppenheim- 
er, whose brother Sol is in New York 

looking out for their interests, “I 

don’t say that Klaw & Erlanger or 

the U. S. Amusement Company or- 
ganized by them propose to break 
their contract with us, but if they do, 
the organization of an independent 
vaudeville combination with William 

Morris at its head and ourselves as- 

sociated with him is extremely 

likely.” 


OFFER FOR HELEN REDMOND. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 15. 

No sooner had that stately stage 
beauty, Helen Redmond, quit the cast of 
“Yama” the past week than an offer to 
enter vaudeville was received by her from 
an enterprising agent, who, while not hav- 
ing a distinct impression where he could 
place Miss Redmond, if she consented, 
still could not overcome the habit of wir- 
ing everybody at large who might prove 
a commission maker for him. 


EVACUATION OF K. & E. 
PRACTICALLY SETTLED 





Everything Agreed Upon, but Reported Not Yet Under 


Seal. 


Slim Chance of a Mishap in Plans. K. & E. 


Have Until February 3rd to Close Houses. 
William Morris and American Theatre 
Company May Be the Stumbling Block. 





The deal through which Klaw & Er- 
langer will evacuate vaudeville has been 
practically settled. It gives K. & E. until 
February 3d to retire from the vaudeville 
field. Up to that date the firm at their 
own option may continue in as many of 
their present houses as they see fit. 

A meeting was held Wednesday of the 
factions and another on Thursday to go 
over the details, which are reported to be 
almost endless. As far as can be learned 
in face of the strict secrecy imposed upon 
the principals to the transaction, Klaw & 
Erlanger have agreed to leave vaudeville 
alone for the next ten years. Rumor 
places the consideration for this move ou 
the part of the “Advanced Vaudeville” pro- 
moters at $2,000,000, besides the taking up 
by the United Booking Offices of all Klaw 
& Erlanger vaudeville contracts now out- 
standing, including domestic and foreign 
acts engaged for future dates this season. 
~The cash bonus to be paid K. & E. is 
reported to have been divided into ten 
yearly payments, and will be borne by the 
United managers, who are relieved of op- 
position through the move in a_ propor- 
tionate amount to their vaudeville hold 
ings. 

The Klaw & Erlanger theatres to first 
close their doors to vaudeville will be the 
People’s, Philadelphia, and the Academy of 
Music, Montreal. This will occur on No- 
vember 23d. In succession thereafter will 
come the finale of vaudeville in the Baker, 
Rochester, and Shubert, Newark. There 
seems to have been no decision arrived at 
regarding The Teck, Buffalo, and that 
house may remain on the active list until 
a future date. 

The Klaw & Erlanger vaudeville circuit 
proper on December 2d will consist of the 
following houses: New York, New York; 
Auditorium, Chicago; Edwin Forrest, 
Philadelphia; Tremont, Boston; Grand 
Opera House, Brooklyn, and perhaps The 
Teck, Buffalo. 

Of these the first to stop operations after 
that date will be the Audito.1ium, Chicago, 
which will cease its variety entertainments 
about January Ist. The New York will 
probably run along with vaudeville until 
very nearly the final date set for the ex- 
pulsion of “Advanced” from the vaudeville 
map. The other K. & BE. theatres will be 
closed in the interim. 

As the theatres are withdrawn the acts 
will be transferred to the United Offices 
for engagements under contracts. It is 
said “on the street” that had Klaw & Er- 
langer made no terms with the opposition 
they would have had over 50 idle acts on 
their hands the week of November 25th, 
with no place to house them, while the 
number would have been almost doubled 
the following week. 

The negotiations looking towards the set- 
tlement of the fight have been going on, it 
is claimed, since the meeting at the St. 


Regis Hotel, where were Martin Beck, 
representing the United, and Klaw & Er- 
langer, as previously reported in Vartety. 

Although nothing came from that con- 
ference, the present result is traced to it. 
Mr. Reck, together with Morris Meyerfeld, 
Jr., have been the chief instigators of the 
settlement for the United, and have repre- 
sented it at the various meetings held. 
Either A. L. Erlanger or Mare Klaw or 
both conferred with the Western men. The 
attorneys who scrutinized the legal docu- 
ments drawn were Maurice Goodman, the 
United’s lawyer, and David Gerber, of ex- 
Judge Dittenhoeffer’s office, for K. & B 
Mr. Goodman is said to haye drafted all 
the papers in connection with the settle- 
ment, 

That there is a hitch in the proceedings, 
alleged to be caused by the position taken 
by William Morris, K. & E.’s exclusive 
booking agent, and the American Theatre 
Company, each controlling former K. & BD. 
houses, Mr. Morris having two in New 
England (Springfield-Worcester) and the 
American four in the West (St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Louisville, Milwaukee) was 
possibly confirmed by a big United man- 
ager qualified to know whereof he spoke. 

“Everything has not been signed,” He 
said. “The final papers are not yet under 
seal, but there is a very slim chance of the 
deal not going through; really no chance 
at all.’ 

Another United man remarked that there 
would be no impediment to the transac- 
tion, and bluntly stated that though no ar- 
rangements were entered into with Morris 
or the Theatre Company, the elimination of 
Klaw & Erlanger as a vaudeville factor 
was certain. 

The regular weekly meeting of the White 
Rats occurred on Thursday evening, wher 
an extraordinary session was held, and the 
vaudeville situation gone into. Earlier im 
the week a report was circulated that the 
White Rats had endeavored to have a 
clause inserted in the settlement papers re- 
quiring the United to refer all differences 
(salaries and disputes) between itself, 
managers and artists to arbitration. What 
success this movement met with has net 
been made public up to the hour of going 
to press, 


A United man of much importance said 
this week that there would be no eradica- 
tion of agents; that they would be encour- 
aged instead, and that there was no occa- 
sion for the artist to worry; that neither 
vaudeville nor the artist was ever in better 
or a more healthy condition than just at 
the present time. 

Another man of equal rank in the affairs 
of the agency elaborated upon the remarks 
in a conversation of similar strain. He 
said, “Yes, we want the agent, but we want 
the agent who is a producer; who will use 
his brains, and help us and vaudeville by

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The newly created condition in vaude- 
ville brings the control of it back to where 
it was for a brief time last February, 
before Klaw & Erlanger announced, short- 
ly after the secession of. the Williams- 
Hammerstein band of managers from the 
office, their intention to play 
vaudeville. The direction of all vaudeville 
under one roof has long been the aim of 
B. F. Keith. It has been a _ laborious 
climb for him, with a fresh obstruction at 
every turn in the road thus far.

Mr. Keith may have sought the position 
of Vaudeville King for two reasons; one 
because he wished the honor, and the 
other because he deemed it necessary for 
his own protection. Quoting Mr. Keith’s 
own declaration that “No one man or set 
of men can control] the theatrical business 
of this country” must make it evident he 
is never certain of a clear field. That 
quoted sentence applies to vaudeville in 
particular. It is without the reasonable 
bounds of possibility that another circuit 
ean be created over night, or in.a moment 
in the manner Klaw & Erlanger launched 
and opened their vaudeville chain, but op- 
position is sure to come, slowly, perhaps, 
but nevertheless certain. 


The United managers have practically 
invited it once again. What better induce- 
ment for investors with a speculative end 
in view than the example of buying out 
the Klaw & Erlanger circuit after it had 
been actually in operation less than two 
months? It is notice to the community at 
large that the established vaudeville man- 
agers will not allow competitors to flour- 
Not alone that, but time even will 
not be given for opposition to bloom. The 
facts as they stand would be a large in- 
ducement for capital to invest.

The big fight is over. Contradictory re- 
ports and rumors will simply buoy up the 
helpless while they last. Klaw & Erlanger 
are out of vaudeville for all that opposi- 
tion means hereafter, and will be out of 
it in reality within three months. 


During their short sojourn in the en- 
tertainment which gives at least two shows 
daily, Klaw & Erlanger did a great deal 
for the variety end of theatricals. They 
advertised it as it was never advertised 
before; they attracted attention to vaude- 
ville by people who had never given it a 
second thought, if a thought at all; they 
advanced the grade of bills all over the 
country, from the smallest to the largest 
circuit, and they placed the salary of the 


artist upon the highest level it ever 
reached. Then they sold out. 





The artists who signed with K. & E. re- 
ceived their price or agreed upon one. In 
every battle some one is hurt. There will 
be wounds carried from this skirmish, but 
it is well enough that a few shall suffer 
for the many, if the many can maintain 
the advantage gained. 


The artists who hold contracts signed by 
Klaw & Erlanger or the United States 
Amusement Company are in the posses- 
sion of a valid instrument. The question 
of the validity can not be doubted, and 
under it no artist or act need be at a loss 
as to his position and rights. Artists who 
have been “layed off” can legally recover 
for the loss of time, and may refuse to be 
“layed off” in the future, without pay- 
ment, according to the terms of the con- 
tract. 


Whether the artist can hold the high 
mark of salary made by this fight is de- 
pendent to a great extent upon himself. 
The manager, if still in control of the 
situation, will take advantage of the con- 
ditions, and the conditions may cause an 
over-supply of acts. In that cvent the 
demand will be accordingly, and the price 
list will take a drop. There are certain 
acts, however, that there can be no sur- 
feit of. 


The artist must not look to the man- 
ager for protection. That devolves upon 
himself, and the stronger he may be in 
union the better the position which will 
gain at least the consideration he is en- 
titled to. It is not too late to organize, 
or to strengthen a present organization. 


The manager will not say that he can 
afford to belittle his bill now there is no 
opposition. If he makes that statement 
he is attempting to deceive you or him- 


self. But he will try to give the same 
class of show his audience expects at a less 
cost, if possible. That is business, and to 
be expected. 


Were the artists properly organized for 
an emergency of this nature, they could 
agree upon concerted action which would 
mitigate to a considerable extent the at- 
tempt of the manager to secure his acts 
cheaply. The artist would not have to de- 
bate anarchistic remedies, but simply agree 
to refrain from signing a contract until 
the terms he wanted were met or adjusted 
to his satisfaction. VARIETY agitated and 
advocated long ago the thorough organ- 
ization of the artist in the event of the 
very contingency which has arisen. 


The terms on which K. & E. vacate 
the continuous include the taking over by 
the United of a large number of acts now 
under engagement to the opposition. These 
contracts must be played out by the 
United. It will be well into the Spring 
when the last shall have been run out. 
Until that time, with the present list of 
acts already booked by the United, that 
agency will place only small engagements. 
High priced acts, new productions or nov- 
elties will likely have to remain on the 
shelf until openings can be secured. 


There is no reason for the artist to grow 
panicky over this, and in the belief he is 
not wanted, rush pell mell to book at any 
price for next season. The United, with 
vaudeville under its thumb, will not run 
after any act. It may want the number 
badly, but knowing there is no other field, 
has no cause for haste. 





The situation will work for the benefit 
of the smaller circuits, which have been 
hard pressed at times the past season to 
secure suitable material. They will use a 
number of acts which the vaudeville op- 
position provided a temporary home for 
on the large circuits. Many more acts will 
probably go to Europe; others will accept 
engagements for next season, 
where the time and pay is certain and 
steady, but at all times the managers of 
the United circuits must give their shows, 
just as good shows. as they ever did, and

Opposition may again come to the front 
as strongly as Klaw & Erlanger made it. 
One vaudeville house is opposition, and 
must be fought. No opposition can be dis- 
regarded, but great or small, at the pres- 
ent scale of admissions existing in vaude- 
ville, salaries can never raise above the 
present level; it would be ruinous to the 
artist must consider 
the manager as well as himself. Without

and without an act the manager can not 
give vaudeville. Both will obtain the best 
results by working together, and in har- 


mony. 


All alone, without competition to spur 
them on, the United managers’ greatest 
danger is stagnation. The public must be 
fed, but the same course for each meal 
will not keep it healthy. This naturally 
brings up the question of the agent and 
whether he is necessary to vaudeville or 
no. No one with an idea of the business 
will believe he is not. He is, very much 
so. The agent corrals the act. The man- 
ager disiikes him through believing he 
works for the interest of the artist from 
whom he receives a commission for his 
services. The best agent to the manager 
is the one who induces his act to accept 
a lower salary than demanded. The 
United may engage agents at a salary, or 
with a limited booking scope which will 
virtually amount to a salary, for the pur- 
pose of securing new faces and material. 
But the manager will not receive a full 
return by this means. The salaried agent 
will have no_ incentive. Competition 
among agents as well as managers brings 
out the best. Without that or the pros- 
pect of added gain, the agent will wallow 
in the same lethargic state the manager, 
if absolute in his power, is in danger of 
falling into. Upon reaching that point, 
vaudeville will gradually dry up and blow 
away. The danger to the United manager, 
if he continues in supreme control, is him- 
self, 


The theory that you can give an avydi- 
ence what you want has been proved a 
fallacy with the steady education of the 
public to good shows. The people will nov 
accept the second-class. If the best is not 
given, some other amusement will receive 
their patronage. There are exceptions, the 
large cities where the population is so 
enormous an orchestra alone would draw 
a crowd in the unopposed towns, but the 
business in general must be carefully 
guarded—for the good of it. 


The past struggie has accomplished one 
end. It has placed a quietus upon the 
high-salaried unknown foreign act, and has 
gone a long way towards forcing the 
vaudeville manager to realize the value of 
home talent. The experience of Klaw & 
Erlanger with foreign numbers was enough 
to turn the most resolute men from a set 
purpose. Not alone did the foreign act 
prove a financial waste, but it interfered 
with and hurt every bill it played upon. 
One well advertised foreign artist openly 
boasted he came to America only for the 
money; did not care what he was thought 
of, how he was received, nor the work he 
did, which would suit only himself. He 
held a contract; that was sufficient, and 
this artist’s actions and bearing on the 
stage while over here substantiated his 
statements.

The executives of the Empire Circuit 
Company were in session at the Hotel 
Imperial, Broadway and Thirty-second 
street, Thursday and Friday afternoon 
and night.

The Thursday session lasted from noon 
until late in the afternoon, and, after a 
recess, reconvened in Mr. Butler’s apart- 
ments in the Imperial for an evening sit- 
ting, lasting until 10 o’clock. 

“Nothing has been done yet,” said Mr. 
Fennessy after these lengthy deliberations. 
“This afternoon the executive committee 
heard suggestions as to the betterment of 
the circuit from the managers. We dis- 
cussed these to-night and will continue to 
consider them to-morrow, but up to now 
we have done nothing of any importance.” 

On Friday the committeemen journeyed 
over to Brooklyn to inspect the Flatbush 
avenue property, returning to the Imperial 
for further conference in the afternoon. 

The principal purpose of the meeting 
was to took over and pass upon the plans 
for this theatre, which are in the hands of 
Architect Brewster, who designed the 
Williamsburg house. 

President James J. Butler, James A. 
Fennessy, George Rife and pretty nearly 
all the managers of the circuit” attended 
the meeting. Many learned for the first 
time of the plans for the new Flatbush 
avenue theatre. The plot faces on three 
streets. It has a frontage of 165 feet on 
Flatbush avenue and runs through to 
State, where it narrows to about 100 feet. 
The irregularity of the plot has occasioned 
much study as to the best method of 
utilizing the space, and it was partly for 
this reason that it was brought before 
the meeting. 

It was hinted at before the meeting 
was called to order that the session would 
consider the acquisition of several Shubert 
theatres, left temporarily without a policy 
by the retirement of Klaw & Erlanger 
from the vaudeville field. The subject 
did not come up, according to one of the 
conferees. 

The only house of the K. & E. 
for which the Empire people wou!d have 
any use is the Shubert in Newark, N. J. 
On this point Mr. Butler stated before the

It became known after the Imperial con- 
ference that the letter of resignation of 
Walter Plimmer, booking agent of the 
Circuit, had been before Mr. Butler for 
several months. 

Under the agreement now in force be- 
tween Plimmer and the Empire, the 
former acts as exclusive booking agent 
for the circuit, receiving a commission 
from all acts playing with the Wheel 
shows, and in return supporting the offices 
where the Circuit makes its New York 
headquarters. 

When the matter was brought before the 
Thursday meeting a check for $574, the 
amount of two months’ rent for the 
Knickerbocker Theatre building suite oc- 
cupied by the Empire, was handed to Mr. 
Plimmer, and the other details of the 
subject were given in charge of a con- 
mittee composed of a representative of the 
Miner Estate, Harry Martell, Thomas W. 
Dinkins and Harry Jacobs. An officer of 
the circuit gave it as his opinion that the 
office of booking agent would be continued, 
but whether under its present incumbent 
he would not venture,

More admission tickets to the up- 
stairs portion were sold than at any time 
in the history of the theatre. 

“The Dreamlands” played Wilmington, 
Del., the first three days of this week at 
the Grand Opera House, owned by Nixon 
& Zimmerman. Mr. Miner’s other com- 
pany “The Bohemians” played there last 
week, the first burlesque organization to 
show in the house. The receipts on the 
three days came within $5 of paying all 
expenses, This was in spite of the fact 
that on Wednesday night a downpour of 
‘ain held down the attendance to almost 
nothing. Orange, N. J., was. played the 
last two days of the week, but proved a 
heavy loser. 


DINKINS CHANGES BURLESQUE. 

T. W. Dinkins’ “Yankee Doodle Girls” 
are putting on a new burlesque in Minne- 
apolis this week to replace the piece used 
at the beginning of the season by Jim 


Leonard, leading comedian with the or- 
ganization. 

About a week ago Mr. Dinkins received 
a letter from Gus Hill in which the lat- 
ter manager declared that the burlesque 
being given by “The Yankee Doodle 
Girls’ was a copy of certain material 
used in his production of “Happy Hooli- 
gan.” The latter added that Jim Leon- 
ard had played two years ago with 
“Happy Hooligan.” 

Mr. Dinkins immediately telegraphed to 
Sol Myers, manager of the burlesque 
show, and instructed him to change the 
burlesque. Myers wired on Monday that 
the piece would be revised this week. 

“T have not yet seen ‘The Yankee 
Doodle Girls,” said Mr. Dinkins this 
week. “At the. beginning of the season | 
entrusted the staging of the show to Mr. 
Leonard. I had never seen ‘Happy Hooli- 
gan,’ and therefore am not in a position 
to say of my own knowledge whether the 
burlesque is an infringement upon Mr. 
Hill’s rights. It was called ‘A Strike on 
the Metropolitan Railroad.’ When I re- 
ceived his letter, however, I immediately 
assumed that his complaint was a just 
one, and ordered my manager to make 
the change with all possible speed. The 
matter would never have come up if I 
could have prevented it. I would not in- 
tentionally use some other man’s prop- 


erty.”

A List of 169 K. & E. Acts Submitted. 


Sixty to 


Commence Working November 25. Over 250 in All 


The managers of the United Booking 
Offices have been poring over two lists of 
acts furnished them during the past week 
by Klaw & Erlanger, in accordance with 
one of the conditions of the settlement. 


It provided that the United should honor 
all outstanding contracts held by the 
“Advanced Vaudeville” firm, and accept 
such acts as submitted for consecutive 
time in accordance with the contracts 
given by K. & E. 

This stipulation goes into effect for the 
week commencing November 25. On that 
day sixty acts now under engagement to 
Klaw & Erlanger will appear in United’s 
houses. 

Another list including those, and call- 
ing for 169 in all, was also received in 
the St. James building. The others will 
be routed from week to week as the 
United is advised by the K. & E. head- 
quarters. Louis F. Werba, general man- 
ager of Klaw & Erlanger vaudeville, 
delivered the lists to the United in per- 
son several days ago. His appearance in 
the St. James building was noted by sev- 
eral people, and at once dissipated all 
rumors of a possible “slip-up” in the re- 
ported settlement between the two fac- 
tions.

agency walked in, looked the names over, 
selected what was wanted, and when every- 
one had had their pick, no manager could 
be found who would admit his bills were 
not entirely booked up, rendering it impos- 
sible to accept any of the remainder. The 
“Whip” cleared the situation. 

The agreement made calls for K. & E. 
to notify the United two weeks in ad- 
vance of the acts no place can be made 
for on what will remain of the “Advanced 
Vaudeville” circuit. Another large de- 


tachment is understood to have been pre- 
pared for the following week, December 2. 
A number of foreign importations are due 
to open on the K. & E. time, as per con- 
tract, on that date, the with- 
drawal of about four houses, which may 
occur by then, from the K. & E. 
string, the new as well as the surplus 
from the old contingent must be taken 
care of by the other side. 

Commencing Monday, November 138, 
there will be 120 acts employed in houses 
supplied direct from the K. & E. offices, 
exclusive of the acts playing in the thea- 
tres booked direct by William Morris 
(Springfield, Worcester, Salem, Hamilton, 
Watertown and Johnstown). 

Contracts issued by K. & E. take effect 
weekly from now on for some time for 
both foreign and domestic acts. The 
length of time of each agreement calls 
for from fifteen to twenty-five weeks, 
which will ensure the routing of “K. & 
E. acts” by the United until the season 
draws near its close. 

In all it has been estimated between 
250 and 300 acts engaged by K. & E. will 
play in the United houses. An under- 
standing of the agreement under which 
this arrangement was entered into is said 
to have been that no discrimination 
should be shown against any K. & E., 
number, nor should a “blacklist” be in 
operation after present Klaw & Erlanger 
contracts have expired. This is reported 
from the K. & E, side, without confirma- 
tion from the United. It is not said that 
this condition is in writing. 

Pending the distribution and playing of 
the acts handed to it, it is rumored the 
United will not be able to make any 
bookings on its own account of acts of 
consequence. Preparation has been going 
he United Offices for some three 
or four weeks in the expectation of this 
occurrence. Managers booking through it 
have been notified to make no engage- 
ments excepting for immediate use, and 
many bills are but half made up, which 
will allow of the K. & E. acts being used 
to fill in. 

The routing of the acts seems to have 
caused some close figuring. In cities where 
the opposition has played, the United 
manager in that town is not called upon 
to accept any act previously appearing 
against him. As an illustration of this it 
is reported that since “Advanced Vaude- 
ville” reigned in Rochester from early in 
the seventy-one acts on the 
larger list appeared against J. H. Moore’s 
Cook’s Opera House in the up-State town, 
leaving the remainder only for Mr. Moore 
to select from. 

This operates likewise in Philadelphia, 
Boston, Brooklyn, Pittsburgh, Montreal, 
Hamilton, Newark, Springfield, Worcester 
and Buffalo. The Western managers have 
agreed to assume 40 per cent of the K. & 
KE. contracts, while their Eastern associ- 
ates in the United take over and play the 
balance.

KARGER OFFERS TO SELL. 


Caught in a cross fire of litigation, 
Mannie Karger, proprietor and manager 
of the Empire Theatre, Des Moines, Ia., 
this week threw up the sponge and of- 
fered to sell out to Sullivan & Considine, 
who have filed a $25,000 damage suit 
against him. 

Karger’s telegram to Chris O. Brown, 
the Eastern representative of the 8S. & C. 
Circuit, read: “You have first offer to 
purchase this theatre.” 

Five artists have instituted suit against 
Karger, and the Sullivan-Considine peo- 
ple have laid before President Mudge a 
protest against White Rats playing the 
Karger house. 

The trouble arose when Karger, as is 
alleged, disregarded a booking contract 
with Sullivan-Considine and entered into 
another similar agreement with William 
Morris, while the former instrument was 
still in force. Since then the Morris book- 
ings have played the house and Sullivan- 
Considine acts have appeared regularly 
with a demand to be permitted to go on. 
Upon this being refused, five of the acts, 
under instructions of Sullivan & Consi- 
dine, have entered suit. 

Mr. Brown said that Karger’s offer to 
sell out would be disregarded. 


LASKY SOLE MANAGER, 


Jesse L. Lasky is sole manager of the 
newly named Orpheum (late Doric) in 
Yonkers. 

Mr. Lasky has taken the theatre under 
a lease for thirteen years, the former 
manager, Henry Myers, having severed all 
connections with the future of the theatre. 


ALLEN GIVES UP CORBETT’S 
SKETCH. 


Edgar Allen has given up his sketch, “A 
Thief in the Night,” in which he was 
booked until June. His bookings stand, 
however, except that he will substitute a 
new sketch, “The Burglar,” written by 
Emmett DeVoy and never before played. 

Sidney Wilmer, who wrote the former 
Allen sketch, refused to permit Allen to 
use it further, declaring that he had dis- 
posed of the rights to James J. Corbett, 
who appeared in vaudeville with it. 

Allen wrote to Mr. Corbett last week 
and upon the ex-champion’s replying that 
the piece was his property, he discontinued 
his tour in that vehicle. 


DAVIS’ BIG PICTURE SHOW. 
Detroit, Nov. 15. 

Harry Davis, the manager of. the 
Grand Opera House, Pittsburg, and gen- 
eral amusement promoter, has acquired 
an entire block in the business section 
to be used as a moving picture show- 
house. The present buildings will be 
torn down and a new house erected. 

The Detroit moving picture business 
has been in the hands of Arthur Caille, 
the slot-machine maker, who holds 4@ 
monopoly here. When Davis enters into 
competition with him he will have tu 
direct the business himself instead of 
leaving it to inexperienced sub-managers 
as he has. Mr. Caille has already turned 
his Toledo theatre, The Victory, into a 
moving picture institution, with an ad- 
mission fee of five cents. 

Della Fox has received bookings for the 
remainder of the season. She will shortly 
open in the West. 


PICTURE MEN COMBINING. 


Chicago, Nov. 15. 

A combination in the moving picture 
business is being attempted. The Edison, 
Vitagraph, Pathe, Selig, Kleine Optical 
Company and Geo. K. Spoor, all of either 
New York or Chicago, are figuring how to 
organize and control the trade. 

It is reported here one of the objects 
of the combination is to cut off supplies 
to jobbers, or at least those who prove 
intractable. A Chicago jobber has a dam- 
age suit for $100,000 against some of the 
leading firms caused by action similar to 
this. 


COURT :+STOPS MUSIC. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 15. 

The Merchants’ Association has won its 
fight against the moving picture and cheap 
vaudeville shows in this city, an injunc- 
tion being handed down by President 
Judge Bregy and Judge Kinsey in Court 
of Common Pleas, No. 4, on Monday last. 

The injunction means that orchestras, 
bands or musical instruments of any kind 
used as mediums of advertising for at- 
‘racting people into these shows are ban- 
ished. The injunction was issued restrain- 
ing William G. Booger and his wife from 
operating or employing orchestras or 
musical instruments in front of their 
places on Market street, the principal 
business thoroughfare of this city. 

When the Market street merchants 
made their first demand to stop the noise 
which they claimed ruined business dur- 
ing the day, nearly all the proprietors 
were willing to accede, but Booger posi- 
tively refused and defied merchants or 
courts to prevent him. 

The result of the case, in addition to 
stopping the noise, has attracted the at- 
tention of the Department of Public 
Safety and may result in an ordinance 
being passed providing for the regular 
amusement license fee, the same as paid 
by theatres, from the moving picture 
shows. There are at least a dozen of 
these on Market street within six blocks, 
and in some blocks there are three and 


four. Business at all has been remark- 
able. Booger will appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 


RATS ARRANGING FOR FINANCES. 

A “cabinet meeting” of President R. C. 
Mudge, Lee Harrison, Colie Lorella, Tim 
Cronin and Joe Maddern during the week 
heard the scheme of the president’s where- 
by the White Rats of America, to which 
all the committeemen belong, would be in 
a position to command one-half million of 
dollars, in cash, at any time that amount 
or a part of it should be required. 

Mr. Mudge’s plan met with the favor of 
the “cabinet,” and the order will be placed 
in a strong position for available cash re- 
sources through the financial backing of 
With subscriptions of mem- 
bers, payable on call, the cash on hand 
may be increased to $750,000 at any time. 

Mr. Mudge would not divulge the object 
of this financiering excepting to say it 
placed the White Rats in a position of in- 
dependence,

Another manner to raise ready currency, 
which will probably be adopted by the 
order, is to establish a “Sinking Fund,” 
with members depositing for that purpose 
to receive script or certificates, payable 
either on demand or within a stated time, 
bearing interest at 4 per cent.

UNION FAVORS SUNDAY SHOWS. 

Those who seek to bring about the gen- 
eral closing of variety theatres on Sun- 
day will, it appears, have to reckon with 


the Actors’ Union. That organization is 


on record as being opposed to the enact- 
ment of any legislative measure to bring 


about Sunday closing. 

Some weeks ago the Rev. Mr. Moran, of 
the Actors’ Church Alliance, appeared be- 
fore the New York Central Federated 
Union, in an effort to secure the support 
of that body for a Sunday closing bill. 
His advocacy was opposed by Harry De 
Veaux, delegate for the Actors’ Union, 
and the whole question was referred to 
that association to be reported upon at 
a later meeting. 

The Central Federated Union is rep- 
resented in Albany by a legislative com- 
mittee of six members, and these have 
been instructed to watch carefully every 
effort to railroad through the lower house 
any measure looking to Sunday closing. 

It is a peculiar fact that although there 
are large interests in New York which 
are seriously concerned in possible legis- 
lation on this point, nevertheless no ef- 
fort has been made to watch develop- 
ments in the State capital. 

The union is watching this matter of 
Sunday performances closely. There is a 
considerable number of artists in the or- 
der who make New York their perma- 
nent home, and make a specialty of club 
and entertainment work. To these the 
Sunday concert is an important factor, 
and its elimination would cut them off 
from much profitable employment. 


“COMBINATIONS” REPLACE VAUDE- 
VILLE. 

The Academy of Music, Montreal; Peo- 
ple’s Theatre, Philadelphia, and Teck, Buf- 
falo, now devoted to vaudeville as items 
in the Klaw & Erlanger circuit, will revert 
to Stair & Havlin legitimate bookings 
within a few weeks. 

The melodrama “Never Too Late to 
Mend” opens at the People’s, Nov. 25. 
Contracts for this engagement have al- 
ready been delivered.

Klaw & Erlanger, through A. L. Er- 
langer, have donated the theatre to the 
Rats, and will also furnish their legit- 
imate stars then playing in New York as 
additional attractions during the continu- 
ous performance, which will also have 
the vaudeville celebrities of note in the 
city at the time, as well. 


I. A, L. DISCUSS TRANSFER. 

A special meeting of the artists in the 
city who are members of the International 
Artisten Loge was held Wednesday, when 
the matter of Klaw & Erlanger transfer- 
ring acts under contract to them was 


gone into. 

The foreign artists took the stand that 
the services of Klaw & Erlanger were 
not required to place them upon the 
United circuits. They argued as they had 
signed to play with K. & E. the trans- 
ference to the United possibly meant an 
interference with future time which might 
be secured by the acts direct after finish- 
ing the “Advanced Vaudeville” circuit. 

The meeting adjourned until an option 
should be received from William Gross- 
man, of House, Grossman & Vorhaus, the 
American attorney for the German artists’ 
society, as to the legality of the shift 
under the contracts held. 

These contracts are said to call for a 
specific number of “consecutive weeks,” 
without stating where they shall be 
played. 


“FAKIRS” CAUSE HIGH LICENSE. 


Marion, Ind., Nov. 15. 

Thanks to the visits of a number of 
fakirs, the Common Council has passed 
a city ordinance under which show li- 
censes have been advanced all along the 
line. Theatres seating 1,000 or more are 
required to pay $300 a year into the 
municipal treasury. This is $200 more 
than the tax in Indianapolis and $50 
more than in Chicago. 

Charles Halderman, owner of the Grand 
and Indiana, appeared before the Council 
to oppose the measure, claiming that al- 
ready his two theatres paid $1,180 taxes 
into the county. With present day costs 
of attiactions and other expenses the 
new tax would prove an added burden on 
a local industry he said.

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LONDON NOTES 








London, Noy. 2. 

The winter licensing session has just 
started, and tremendous efforts are being 
put forth by certain trade councils, backed 
by the Actors’ Union and various enemies 
of music hall progress, to prevent the 
opening of about half-a-dozen variety es- 
tablishments. The fire is fiercely centered 
on Walter Gibbons, whose swift rise is 
the latter day wonder of London, and pe- 
titions Loearing thousands of signatures 
have been presented to the London County 
Council, asking that license be refused for 
four theatres which he seeks to turn into 
music halls. 


The Variety Artists’ Federation sees 
through the whole thing, and while its 
fight is being conducted without any 
bluster, loud talk or drums and trumpets, 
briefed its legal counsel, Mr. 
Doughty, to support its interests strongly 
at the sessions. He is also instructed to 
support Mr. Stoll as regards the Finsbury 
Park Empire, and the applications of all 
other managers who are adhering to the 
Award. The opening up of more halls is 
undeniably in the interests of artists, and 
whether theatres turn halls or hall thea- 
tres is a matter that should be left to ad- 
just itself.

In Birmingham Moss Empires have an 
army of men at work on the Grand 
Theatre, and are spending money without 
stint to make a gorgeous Christmas music 
hall opening. 


A scheme to put melodrama into Keith’s 
Princess Theatre has fallen through. The 
Lyceum, which had such hard luck as a 
twice nightly music hall, is making so 
much money with melodrama that prices 
will be advanced for the holidays, and a 
crowd who failed to get the Lyceum aré 
after the Keith house. The latest bidder 
for the establishment is Joseph Lyons, 
who some time ago projected a circuit of 
halls with Winter Garden annexes, and 
who seems to still have projects up his 
sleeve. On a late visit to America he 
tried to buy the Princess from Mr. Keith, 
but could only get a 15 year lease, which 
would not have paid him, as the cost of 
reconstruction would have run $200,000. 


At the Camberwell Empire last Sunday 
fell due the eleventh annual meet of the 
Musie Hall Artists’ Railway Association, 
ene of our most successful institutions. 
For parties of five it gets a reduction on 
tickets of 25 per cent., while for larger 
parties it provides special coaches or re- 
served compartments, not to speak of 
other courtesies very greatly valued. 


The most important resolution passed 
was one to take over the existing Music 
Hall Benevolent Fund, or failing that to 
found a similar institution under the sole 
control of the Musie Hall Artistes Rail- 
way Association. The Benevolent Fund 
has been for many months in a bad way, 
the objection to it being that managers 
are concerned in its administration, and 


the artist does not like to look for charity 
where he also looks for salary. Hence the 
new deal, the idea being to centralize all the 
charities in one general organization, with 
managers maybe as honorary officers, but 
with artists alone distributing the dona- 
tions, and cloaking distress in music hall 
ranks with the necessary secrecy. The de- 
sire is to bring under one banner the 
Benevolent Fund, Music Hall Home, 
Ladies’ Guild, Sick Fund, ete., and sup- 
port the general organization grandly, 
with a charity brimful and running over. 
If necessary annual sports or entertain- 
ments will be given. It is wished to make 
cost of distribution less, as it now costs 
the B. F. $3.25 to give away $5.00. 





The Railway Association has heretofore 
divided a certain surplus between music 
hall and railway charities, and the music 
hall end this year was $1,000, of which 
$250 was voted to the Ladies’ Guild, $250 
to the Musie Hall Home, and $500 to the 
new organization, as a nucleus around 
which other gifts could cluster. While 
details of the new scheme will have to 
be carefully thought out, it is understood 
that railway companies are not opposed 
to the move, and there is no doubt it 
will go through as planned, and be made a 
grand success. 





A tail-end incident of the meeting con- 
cerned Ye Editor of Ye “Performer,” who 
erstwhile swung and juggled clubs in the 
four quarters and hind quarters of the 
world, but now sitting in an editorial 
sanctum was held to be no performer by 
certain ingrates, and so not eligible to a 
seat on the executive committee of the 
“Rates,” but he was triumphantly vindi- 
cated, so let it go at that. 


Harry Tate, of “Motoring” fame, being 
ordered on a sea voyage by his doctor, 
and knowing the master of one of the 
tugs that brought from Belfast to 
Southampton the new bow for the Suevie, 
that lost her old bow in collision, shipped 
on the tug “Pathfinder” as a common 
able bodied seaman, just for a bit of ad- 
venture. He faced great seas and winds 
that blew great guns; burned his hand 
firing a rocket; broke the china searching 
for a lamp, and hung out the wet flags 
to dry in such a way that they were 
taken for signals, whereat he was ordered 
below. He learned to talk through fog 
horns and do other sailor-like things, and 
is proud of his certificate of discharge, 
which says he gave every satisfaction, and 
was “honest and sober.” 


As the hour of posting these notes ap- 
proaches, news arrives of the unsuccessful 
opposition to various music hall licenses. 
The committee will recommend that li- 
censes be granted in respect to all of the 
Gibbons and Stoll applications—this will 
increase the total number of music halls 
in London to 59.

MARIE LLOYD’S SONG IN COURT. 


House, Grossman & Vorhaus, in behalf 
of Francis, Day & Hunter, appeared be- 
fore the United States Circuit Court of 
New York recently with an application 
for a restraining order to prevent the fur- 
ther publishing and selling of the song 
“Rum Tiddle Te Um Tum Te” (or words 
to that effect) by Jos. W. Stern. The 
song is now being put on the market by 
both houses, one of the few times this 
peculiar circumstance has happened. 

Hearing on the application was had 
early this week, and the court directed 
that the testimony of the writer and com- 
poser of the number be taken before the 
American Consul in London by a commis- 
sion composed of lawyers representing 
both sides of the question, and submitted 
to the court. This will get before the 
tribunal in about a month. Meanwhile 
both firms will continue publishing the 
song. 

Francis, Day & Hunter claim that the 
song is their property, and that Marie 
Lloyd, who introduced it over here, war 
granted only the exclusive rights to its 
stage use. Miss Lloyd, on the other hand, 
declares the song belongs to her. When 
it was published Francis, Day & Hunter 
had it copyrighted simultaneously in Eng- 
land and the United States. The pub- 
lishers asked Miss Lloyd to sign the cus- 
tomary contract, making her royalties on 
American sales half of the stipulated per- 
centage, but she demurred and the con- 
tract remained unsigned. 

Upon her arrival Miss Lloyd, declaring 
that the number was her personal prop- 
erty, appointed the Stern firm her pub- 
lishers. 
copyright, and the application was filed, 
but eight days after the New York branch 
of the Francis, Day & Hunter had done 
the same thing.

Thereupon both firms began to publish 
the number. Now the courts are called 
upon to settle the dispute. 

Francis, Day & Hunter aver the song 
unconditionally belongs to them, and that 
Miss Lloyd holds only the exclusive rights 
to its stage use, receiving a stated sum 
Miss Lloyd alleges the 
lyrics and melody were devised by her 
husband (Alec Hurley) in the rough, and 
his ideas were turned over to the com- 
poser and wordwriter for polishing and 
elaboration.

Little by little, 
however, it is conceded, salaries will 
drop to a normal standard.” 

It is not easy to see where a reduction 
of salary to the artist is a “much needed 
renovation,” from the viewpoint of a 
paper which is earnest in its solicitation 
for the artist’s patronage of the adver-

show, called a “musical play.” 
on that great theatrical 
known as “the road” just now. Last week 
concluded its New York engagement at 
the Liberty Theatre. The season at the 
Broadway Theatre had been opened by the 
piece. During the run at the latter house, 
reports sailed around in large volumes 
disparaging the show. It was bad, very 
bad, everybody said, and some accepted it 
for granted before the piece was produced 
that it would be. 

If it were a poor show at the Broadway, 
a vast improvement had been made during 
the final weeks. A good sized crowd wit- 
nessed the performance on the Friday eve- 
ning just previous to the departure, and 
applauded generously. Just what they ap- 
plauded no one could tell, It couldn’t have 
been the cast, and it couldn’t have been the 
book, nor was it the Rogers Brothers, Max 
and Gus. ’ 

Maybe it was caused by two musical 
numbers, “Way Down in Colon Town” 
and “Under the Jungle Moon.” Max Hoff- 
man is credited with the music, Edward 
Maddern wrote the lyrics. The Brothers 
and Marion Stanley made up the trio to 
sing the first named, while Miss Stanley 
and Alfred Hickman sang the “Jungle 
Moon” selection; that is, Miss Stanley 
sang, while Mr. Hickman “acted” it. Mr. 
Hickman has about the same conception 
of singing something approaching a “coon” 
song that a burlesque comedian would 
have of the role of “Hamlet.” By care- 
ful observation, Hickman, who seems to 
prefer to pose as a matinee idol in a 
musical production rather than as a light 
comedian, did not smile once, nor even al- 
low a glimmer of relieved tension to pass 
over his countenance while going through 
the number with Miss Stanley, who knew 
how to work, and wanted to, but had a 
piece of marble to play to. The dramatic 
effort of Hickman’s spoiled the song until 
the orchestra brought out the pretty mel- 
ody through a refrain. 

Hickman is cold and stiff all through 
the show. It’s a fault with most of the 
cast. None seems to have a distinct idea 
of what is required for comedy, with 
music. George Lydecker takes himself 
very seriously right from the commence- 
ment when he sings “In Panama,” giving 
an unconscious imitation of a_ street 
huckster calling “strawberries.” Mr. Ly- 
decker doesn’t receive another chance with 
his voice until the “Adorable Toreador” 
number near the finale of the second act, 
and he is again the heavy actor with a 
song. 

There are five scenes in the three acts. 
The fifth, which promised the most in 
comedy from the dialogue which went be- 
fore, offered the least. It was an arena 
with a bull-fight, having the Brothers ae 
toreadors. A “prop” bull and an ensemble 
composed it. Much better fun was ob- 
tained by Shean and Warren in vaudeville 
with “Quo Vadis Upside Down” and many 
other similar comedy schemes in the past. 
Another scene where a moving picture 
faked showed the Rogers Brothers, after 
an escape from a jail through life-saving 
lines, swimming to “The Isle of Gold” 
was funny, and nicely finished by the 
Brothers standing dripping on a desert 
island for a moment, when the curtain 
was raised. 

The first act was in one scene, a 


pretty setting of Panama’s 
President’s residence. It is difficult to 
catch the drift of the story. There are 
several “Panama” pieces now in burlesque, 
and one seems equal to the next. A couple 
of fellows in love with a couple of girls 
go down to Panama to dig the canal or 
show them how, and take their valets 
along. The Rogers Brothers are the men’s 
attendants, and become “Admirable Day 
and Admiral Knight.” They explain to 
the Presidents how to proceed, and a 
model is placed upon the table from which 
many laughs are obtained. The fellows 
marry the girls, probably, so the story is 
taken care of, but most important of all 
is the discontinuance by the Rogers 
Brothers of expectorating in each other’s 
face while speaking. 

Max Rogers is working much the harder 
of the two. Max is working all the time. 
Gus may think he is, but he’s posing, not 
brazenly, but still posing. They talk of 
“before and behind,” twisting the words, 
and it’s funny, oh, so funny you want 
your money back, while another “comedy 
bit” is the inefféctual attempt to remove 
a sword from the scabbard, which Carter 
DeHaven has made the main portion of his 
act whenever appearing in vaudeville. 

In the piece Gus is “Hugo Kisser” and 
Max is “A. Gustave Windt.” It is simply 
a shrieking delight to hear Gus tell his 
brother his name is “You-go-kiss-her” and 
have Max ask “Who?” with many repe- 
titions. It’s screamingly ridiculous, and so 
original. Then Max says he is “A Gust 
of Wind.” It is no use talking; they do 
know comedy on Broadway. Sylvester 
Maguire and Aaron Hoffman wrote the 
book. 

The chorus girls make no change of 
costume in the entire first act. In a 
musical comedy, you know, everyone is 
supposed to forget the first act before the 
play is over. The chorus girls are good 
looking and nice workers (Pat Rooney 
staged the dances) with some pretty ef- 
fects here and there, but they are a badly 
disciplined lot, talking among themselves, 
smiling to the audience and generally 
conducting themselves in a manner pro- 
hibited even at the Dewey, where many 
a supper engagement is picked out of a 
box by a dazzling blonde damsel. But 
at the Dewey they do those things ever so 
much better. Burlesque chorus girls are 
“smooth.” They don’t believe everyone in 
front is a “Wall Street broker.” 

“Laugh and the World Laughs, Too” 
brinys all the choristers on the stage in a 
“lauvhing” number, led by the Hengler 
Sisters, Hickman ani Walter Ware. They 
all laugh, very loudly and very harshly, 
but it disproves the saying. 

Mr. Ware is a chubby little fellow, and 
he will be a comedian some day perhaps 
when he’s used to it. The Hengler Sis- 
ters are on the stage often, and May is 
growing prettier, or perhaps it is Flo. 
Miss Stanley gives imitations while sing- 
ing “Each One Has a Way of His Own.” 
Miss Stanley impersonates the speech of 
the Rogers’ Brothers, and the Italian- 
Hebrew dialect of Mr. Kane’s, but you 
can tell that Miss Stanley doesn’t believe 
it. 

“Cupid’s Gay Bouquet,” employing 
twelve girls who step through a clock as 
the hands point to the different hours, 
passed a few minutes pleasantly, and then 
there was Avita Sanchez in a principal

FAY FOSTER COMPANY. 

It is to be doubted whether the Fay 
Foster Company represents a cent more 
in initial cost or weekly outlay in sal- 
aries than the “Cherry Blossoms,” which 
played the uptown Sullivan & Kraus the- 
atre last week, and is reviewed in an- 
other column, but it is a far better show 
in almost every particular. The money 
that has been put into the Oppenheimer 
property has been spent judiciously, and 
it shows.

of in certain glaring defects. 

“Dress Parade” and “The Yankee Ad- 
miral” are well balanced burlesque pieces.

from the familiar routine. The burlesque 
repertory ordinarily includes nothing that 
has not received the approval of the 
street organs, and this custom leads to a 
good dea] of sameness. There are few of 
the done-to-death numbers in the Fay 
Foster score, and this alone is a recom- 
mendation. 

The cast is well selected although there 
are the usual principals who wander about 
the stage in pale parts and fail to earn 
the distinction of appearing by name on 
the program. Harry L. Cooper, with a 
German dialect part, is the principal com- 
edian. He wears the traditional pillow 
under his waistcoat and undergoes a cer- 
tain amount of manhandling in the in- 
terests of knockabout comedy, but on the 
whole he made a funny general in the 
military travesty. Little of the funmak- 
ing bears the mark of age, and it is de- 
livered concisely and with a certain vague 
appropriateness to the burlesque plot. 

The Great Carroll is getting beyond the 
point where he can offer his female im- 
personation as such, but he does make a 
good burlesque “mimic.” His rough trav- 
esty earned solid laughter, although his 
unmusical steam calliope voice was too 
much in evidence. 

Lena Lacouvier is the leading woman. 
She shows a distinct preference for tights 
although skirts would become her more. 
She has an good voice 
among her accomplishments as well as an 
agreeable assurance of bearing that help 
her immensely. Gloie Eller likewise af- 
fects tights, in which she makes a capti- 
vating, plump figure. Her vocal gifts are 
only passable, but she contributes a good 
deal to the stage picture and handles her 
dialogue gracefully.

NEW YORK. 
By his reception Monday night Harry 
Lauder might have been an established 
Broadway favorite returning after a long 


absence instead of an unknown newcomer. 
He occupied the stage an even sixty min- 
utes, and even after his exit crashing vol- 
leys of applause continued until the middle 
of the following act. Critics may split 
analytical hairs and examine Lauder’s art 
inside and out, the fact remains that he 
has made the vaudeville success of a de- 
cade. 

The Scotchman is singing “She’s Ma 
Daisy” this week, replacing “Stop Yer 
Ticklin’, Jock.” The number is fairly 
familiar on this side, but Lauder brings a 
charm to it that makes it seem new. His 
best number remains the “kid” song 
“Saftest o’ the Family.” Lauder’s half 
imbecile boy. is a_ marvelous character 
creation. In ten bars of music the come- 
dian transforms himself with a rag or 
two of clothes and a daub of grease paint 
from a swaggering, roughish Scot into a 
loose-lipped, watery-eyed simpleton of a 
boy. There’s a vast deal of masked pathos 
in that characterization. The disguise of 
comedy is a thin and transparent one, and 
one must be vacant minded indeed not to 
feel a heart-tug of pathetic appeal. 
Nothing could be finer than Lauder’s ex- 
quisite shading of pathos. He doesn’t 
throw his character acting at you. You 
have to look for its lights and shadows. 

The applause for Lauder continued un- 
til Collins and Hart begged attention and 
quiet for the “marvelous” performance of 
their ridiculous “musical” cat. A laugh- 
able burlesque on the Scotchman’s kilts 
helped the pair to an early hearing, and 
when they got to the wire, went swim- 
mingly to the finish.

AUDITORIUM (Klaw & Erlanger, mgrs. Mil- 
ward Adams, director).—ibe filth week of ‘‘ad- 
vyauced vaudeville’? was ushered in with renewed 
vigor and undiminished interest in the list of of- 
ferings, in spite of the conflicting reports and 
newspaper statements as regards the future atti- 
tude of Klaw & Erlanger and vaudeville at this 
magnificent institution. Vaudeville has so firmly 
established itself here and the patrons accustomed 
to the policy inangurated that its abolition would 
be met with regret. The customary Sunday even- 
ing capacity audience enjoyed every act on the 
bill different from any other presented so far. It 
is not the costliest or most pretentious aggrega- 
tion, but every number held interest. There is 
novelty and quiet comedy. Ollie Young and his 
three brothers gave the performance a good start 
with their hoop rolling and manipulation, cleverly 
accomplished. Carlin and Otto are the first 
‘‘team’’ to occupy the stage since the opposition 
season opened, The hazard of playing talking 
acts was evidently overcome by the management, 
and sooner or later the test would have to be 
made. Carlin and Otto created much laughter 
and were heard in all parts of the house. The 
first ‘‘sketch’’ also was given by Maude Hall 
Macy and Company. It is called ‘*The Magpie 
aud the Jay’’ and has a rustic background with 
slang. It is a little too quiet and talky, but 
works up to moderate action toward the end, 
when humor and pathos are exploited gently and 
consistently. Jack Norworth, with his college 
mien and conviviality, had many plaudits and ad- 
mirers. He succeeded George Evans as song 
‘‘booster,’’ but his success is attributed to his 
pleasing, youthful manner and cheerful style of 
delivery, combined with a tendency to ‘‘jolly’’ his 
auditors and others. He was one of the hits of 
the bill. The Four Lukens showed extraordinary 
skill in casting, the somersaults being remarkable. 
R. G. Knowles, an eccentric American comedian, 
who is better known among the Britishers than 
his own compatriots, made a decidedly good im- 
pression with a string of rapid witticisms and 
eecentrie dancing. He is full of expression and 
spirits in his ejaculations, which had responses 
from the top gallery, ,so distinct and clear were 
his utterings. Trixie Friganza, buxom and jocose, 
was the particular heralded star. She was here a 
few weeks ago with Eddie Foy in ‘‘The Orchid’’ 
and is a favorite. ‘‘No Wedding Bells for Her’’ 
seemed to appeal above others in her repertoire, 
although the comic peem and general eccentrici- 
ties enhanced by an ostentatious silk crinoline 
gown won recalls. Her hit was positive. The 
most laughable and remarkable act on the Dill 
was offered by Barnold’s Dogs and Monkeys, first 
time here. The canines possess more than ordi- 
nary intelligence and the episodes enacted without 
the presence of the trainer were veritably astound- 
ing. The ‘‘drunk’’ created furions laughter. The 
act is an absolute novelty, nothing like it here 
before. It was the emphatic hit on the bill. Hill 
and Silviany introduced feats on unicycles. Mme.

have overlooked. The typewriting agent, 
the agent who flaunts a list of names be- 
fore our faces, with the information he is 
the ‘exclusive’ agent for the lot, can do us 
no good. He is not telling us anything 
new. We know his acts; knew them be- 


_fore he did, and he is the sort of agent who 


brings the manager into disrepute with the 
artist by misrepresenting us to hold his 
acts. An act may believe we have promised 
the agent immediate bookings to find con- 
tracts are not delivered, as the agents prom- 
ised, and the agent to ‘jolly’ his act along 
throws the blame upon us. The act know- 
ing no difference believes what is said, and 
the artist thinks we are peculiar business 
men. That is the agent we do not want; 
but the one who thinks what he can do to 
advance himself and the business, who 
makes himself valuable to the manager by 
‘digging up’ new material, in short, the one 
who uses his brain instead of his mouth 
will be encouraged by the United Booking 
Offices, for he then becomes a yaluable ad- 
junct to vaudeville. 

“As far as the artist enters into it, with 
all this talk of ‘cutting salaries,’ the artist 
is harking back to conditions years ago, 
before the manager had advanced with vau- 
deville and with the artist. In the olden 
days the vaudeville manager was scary. 
He was financially limited, and risked 
nothing that could be avoided. But now 
vaudeville is on a solid footing, the man- 
ager has broadened both in mind and prop- 
erties, and he is conducting his theatres 
on a strict business basis. 

“The manager needs the artist and the 
artist needs the manager. That sums up 
the whole situation, and all] other talk is 
rubbish.”

His 
make-up startles everybody, and then he gets 
them laughing until it seemed they wouldn’t stop.
